L abor C om m ittee voted today to 
investigate union welfare funds to 
prevent their "pillaging” by rack- 
t teers. 
The House com m ittee’s decision 
cam e as the Senate R ackets Com­ 
mittee recessed temporarily its in­ 
vestigation of the giant Team sters 
union. 


C hairm an G raham A. Barden 
fD-NC* said the House investiga­ 
tion would be no "sideshow ” to 
the Senate inquiry. 
Nor, he added, will it be "puni­ 
tive’’ to labor. 


B arden said tho purpose will be 
to draft legislation to protect the 
rights of w orkers in welfare funds 
to which they are required to con­ 
tribute. In m any states, he said, 
these funds are inadequately po­ 
liced. He said these funds total 
perhaps m ore than $35 billion.
